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REMARKS 

Claims 1-40 and 43-53 are pending. 

I. Double Patenting 

Claims 1, 5-11, 19-21, 39, 52 and 53 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 16-22, and 30-32 of U.S. 
Patent No. 7,211,659, essentially for the reasons of record. 

Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer over the cited patent. 

Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejection. 

II. Claim Objections 

Claims 2-4, 12-18, 22-38, 40, 43-51 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have addressed the rejection to the base claims from which the cited claims 

depend. 

Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the objection.
